3. 55ub,iect then discussed in inore detail his trip to Europe arsi 
indicated that raost of the people that he met and the leads that he sub- 
mitted to Q maj prove quite useful, He particulary empha- 

sized the irtoortance of hi's contacts in France. Sub;)ect further discussed 
the situation in YLTK and indicated that there were no changes since bis 
lašt meeting M.th the undersigned. Subject believes that if present con- 
ditions prevai.1, there is no way he could cooperate with and beconie 

nart of it. He further believes that the National i st ?arty,headed by 
RASTOMIS, vili ultiroately leave l/IJK antirely. Bubject again repeated that 
ho would favor the establishnent of an i.ndenendent ratilo unit along the 
lines discussed at the lašt rneeting. Hovever, he envisaged techrdcal 
difficulties in obtaining approval, of leatiing personali ties on an accentsble 
plan for the establishraent of the unit.
